Apparatus, filed on 9/29/03. Claims 1 , 4-7, 9, 10, 12-32 and 34-39 are allowed. 



Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With regards to claims 1 , the reason is that the prior art does not disclose four 
accommodating parts for accommodating the springs and the guide rails on both sides 
of the guide bracket or a that a ball bearing unit is provided between the guide rail and 
the slider or wherein the spring supporting block performs a sliding motion along with 
the sliders and the spring supporting block being between the sliders and coupled to the 
sliders. With regards to 4,616,218 to Bailey et al., the reference does not show any 
spring supporting block which is between and coupled to the sliders, the spring 
supporting block is on the outside of the sliders and is attached to the guide rails. 

With regards to claims 9 and 1 2 the reason is that the prior art does not teach a 
supporting pin disposed between the guide rail and the slider and positioned along a 
lengthwise direction of the guide rail and a rolling ball rollably installed on the supporting 
pin between the guide rail and the slider and contacted with he slider by a rolling 
motion.
